New Delhi, the 18th December 1970 

S.R.O. 83. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 189 of the Air 
Force Act, 1950 (45 of 1950), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules to amend the Air Force Rules, 1969, namely: — 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Air Force (Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the same date on which the Air Force Rules, 

1969, come into force. 

2. In the Air Force Rules, 1969, — 

(1) after the preamble and before rule 1, the following chapter heading shall 
be Inserted, namely: — 

"Chapter I — Preliminary”; 

(2) in rule 2, — 

(i) In clause (a), for the word "Act”, the words "the Act” shall be sub* 

stituted, 

(ii) In clause (d), for the words "with the act”, the words "with that act” 

shall be substituted; 

(3) In rule 5, for the words “done by”, in both places where they occur, the 
words "done by, to”, shall be substituted; 

( 143 ) 
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(4) for sub-rule (2) of rule 7, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(2) The Forms of enrolment set forth in the First Schedule are prescribed 
for the purposes of sections 13 and 14.”; 

(5) in sub-rule (1) of rule 9, for the words “shall be in the following forms 
or in such other forms”, the words “shall be in one of the following forms or 
in such other form” shall be substituted; 

(0) for rule 10, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘TO. Discharge not to be delayed, — Every person enrolled under the Act shall, 
as soon as he becomes entitled under the conditions of his enrolment to be dis- 
charged, be so discharged with all convenient speed: 

Provided that a person shall not be so entitled to be discharged during the 
period during which the Central Government, by a notification in this behalf, 
suspends the entitlement to discharge in respect either of all the persons enrolled 
under the Act, or of any class of such persons to which he belongs,”; 

(7) in sub-rule (2) of rule 23, for the words “Command Judge Advocate” and 
"Judge Advocate General”, the words “Deputy Chief Legal Adviser” and “Chief 
Legal Adviser” shall respectively be substituted; 

(8) In sub-rule (3) of rule 29, for the words “powers of imposing punishment”, 
the words “powers of punishment” shall be substituted; 

(9) in rule 31,— 

(i) in sub-rule (2), for the words "such hearing”, the words “the hearing 
of any or all witnesses”, shall be substituted, 

(il) in sub-rule (3), for the words “oath or affirmation shall be adminis- 
tered”, the words “oath or affirmation as prescribed in rule 118 shall 
be administered”, shall be substituted, 

(iii) in sub-rule (5), for the words, letters and figures “Form E.l or Form 
E.2”, the words, letters and figures “Form D.l or Form D.2” shall be 
substituted; 

(10) For sub-rule (1) of rule 34, the following sub-rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(1) A charge-sheet shall, so far as practicable, conform to the form of 
charge sheet specified in the Fifth Schedule and shall contain we 
whole issue or issues to be tried by a court-martial at one time."; 

(11) for rule 53, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“53, Swearing or affirming of members, — -As soon as the court is constituted 
with the proper number of officers who are not objected to, or the objections In 
respect of whom have been overruled, an oath or affirmation shall be adminis- 
tered to every member in one of the following forms or in such other form to 
the same purport as the court ascertains to be according to his religion or other- 
wise binding on his conscience: —

time, ' whatsoever, disclose, or discover the vote or opinion of any particular 
member of this court-martial, unless required to give evidence thereof by a com* 
of justice or a court-martial in due corirse of law."; 
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(12) for rule 54, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“54. Swearing or affirming of judge advocate and others.— After the members of 
the court are all sworn or have made affirmation, an oath or affirmation shall be 
administered to the following persons or such of them as are present at the court* 
martial, in such of the following forms as shall be appropriate, or in such other 
form to the same purport as the court ascertains to be according to the religion 
or otherwise binding on the conscience of the person to be sworn or affirmed: — 

(A) Judge Advocate

(19) for sub-rule (7) of rule 156, the following sub-rules shall be substituted,

“(7) Any person subject to the Act whose character or service reputation is, 
in the opinion of the Chief of the Air Stall, affected by anything in the evidence 
before or in the report of a court of inquiry shall be entitled to a copy of the 
proceedings of such court unless the Chief of the Air Staff sees reason to order 
otherwise.

(9) A copy of the proceedings of the court of inquiry shall be furnished under 
sub-rules (7) and (8) on payment for the same of a sum calculated at the rate 
of fifty palse for every two hundred words or part thereof. 

(10) A person subject to the Act before he is, under sub-rule (7) or sub-rule 
(8), furnished with a copy of the proceedings of the court of Inquiry or is per- 
mitted to inspect any portion of the proceedings shall be required to render a 
certificate that he is aware that he may render himself liable to prosecution 
under the Official Secrets Act, 1923 (19 of 1923) for any breach of the provisions 
of the said Act, in relation to such proceedings or portion thereof.”; 

(20) for rule 157, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“157. Imposition of collective fines under sub-section (1) of Section 90. — A 
cc’lective fine Imposed under sub-section (1) of Section 90 shall not exceed the 
current official price of the weapon or part of the weapon, the loss or theft 
of which was reported upon by the court of inquiry, or where more than one 
such weapon or parts of weapons were so reported upon, the aggregate of the 
current official prices of such weapons or parts of weapons.”;

2. On your completion of the initial period of regular service in the Air Force 
and of such extensions of regular service as have been granted to you, you will 
be liable to be transferred to the Regular Air Force Reserve. 

3. In the event of your desertion, service between the day of desertion and 
that of apprehension or surrender shall not count towards regular service, 

4. If, on completion of the Initial period of regular service and of the exten- 
sions, if any, as have been granted to you, you are still in regular service and 
continue thus to serve, you will be either transferred to the Regular Air Force 
Reserve or discharged from the Air Force Service within three months from the 
date of your applying that you do not wish to continue in Air Force Service; but 
you will be liable for such transfer or discharge on completion of the aforesaid 
Initial period of regular service or the further extension or at any time there- 
after at the discretion of the competent authority. 

5. You will be entitled to receive your discharge from the Air Force with ell con- 
venient speed If — 

(a) on completion of the Initial period of regular service or of such exten- 

sion or extensions, if any, of regular service as have been granted 
to you, you are not transferred to the Regular Air Force Reserve, 
and are not permitted to extend or further extend your regular 
service; or 

(b) within three months from the date of submitting your application under 

paragraph 4 above, you are not transferred to the Regular Air Force 
Reserve: 

Provided that you will not be entitled to discharge if a stale of war exists 
between India and a foreign power or in the opinion of the Central Government 
war is imminent or a Proclamation of Emergency is in operation or the strength 
of the trade in which you are mustered is ten per cent below the authorised 
establishment. 

B. Liability for Reserve Service 

6. Following the termination of your service in the Air Force and subject to 
the provisions of paragraphs V to 10 below, you will be liable to serve In the 
Regular Air Force Reserve for a period of six years. 

7. In case you are discharged from the Air Force at your own request before 
you have completed the initial period of regular service for which you are now 
enrolled or such further extensions as have been granted to you, the unexpired 
portion of the Initial period of the regular service or the further extensions will 
be added to the period of your above reserve liability. 

8. You may, at any time during the period of your reserve liability, be trans- 
ferred for service to the Regular Air Force Reserve for the remaining period of 
such liability. 

9. You shall cease to be a member of the Regular Air Force Reserve after 
you have completed the aforesaid period of service in that Reserve; but If the 
competent authority so thinks fit, he may require you further to serve In that 
Reserve for such period or periods and under such conditions, if any, as may from 
time to time be laid down in the Reserve and Auxiliary AJTr Forces Act, 1952, 
and the rules made thereunder. 

10. Notwithstanding anything contained above, you shall not be liable to serve 
in the Regular Air Force Reserve after attaining such age as may, from time 
to time, be prescribed In the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act, 1952, and 
rules made thereunder.

S.R.O. 86. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the non-gazetted Class III (Non-industrial) posts in the 
Air Force units, namely: — 

1. Short title and coiqmencement. — (1) These Rules may be called the Civilians 
in Air Fodce units (Nin-industrial Class III posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 7th October, 1970. 

3. Classification and scale of nay. — The classification of the posts and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in Columns 3 and 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, Qualifications, etc. The method of recruit- 
ment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may bo 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to -the Schedule Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders of the 
Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

0. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts.
